Huntsville— “The farm bloc,” 
Jong a potent force in Ameri- 
tan polities, will be an “oddity 
of the past, referred to only 
in history books” 25 years 
from now, according to Austin 
Hiplinger,, executive editor of 
the Kiplinger Washington Let- 
ter, 

“There will be no such thing 
s the “farm states’ in Ameri- 
can politics by 1982,” the 
Washington editor told an au- 
cience of southern business- 
men here tonight. “The agri- 
cultural states will become in- 
creasingly industralized. This 
has already begun. Last year, 
ior example, farm families re-

Just prior to the 
breaking ceremonies, the 
Board of Trustees of the Co- 
operative had approved the a- 
warding of a contract for con- 
struction of the new plant 
building to the firm of Sullivan 
Long and Hagerty, of Birming- 
ham, on the basis of their low 
bid of $817,000. 

Some 12 other contracts for 
equipment for the plant have 
previously been let, and work 
is now under way on much of 
the equipment for the plant. 
The new unit of the plant, 
scheduled to. go on the line in 
the summer of 1959, will more 
than double the capacity of 
the plant, increasing it from 
15,000 to 37,500 Kilowatts. 

In welcoming visitors to the 
froundbreaking ceremony, co- 
operative President McWil- 
liams cited the expansion of 
the power plant which bears 
his name as a “most signafi- 
cant occasion, marking anoth- 
er great step forward in the 
progress of the Alabama Elerct- 
ric Cooperative, and in the 
continuine growth and devel- 
opment of the area it present- 
ly serves.”

NEW PLAN GIVES

Montgomery,— Landowners 
interested in planting trees 
under the Soil Bank may ob- 
tain technical assistance on 
tree planting under a new pro- 
gram of forestry aid for soil 
bank work set up recéntly by 
the Department of Conservat- 
ion. . 

John M. McCullough, Forest 
Management Chief for the 
State Forestry Division, said 
that three practicab foresters 
With many years of experience 
in forestry will aid farmers in 
soil bank planting in their ar- 
eas. 

These include George Nun- 
nelee, Box 40, Troy, Alabama; 
Ted Spain, Box 174, Guniers- 
ville, and J. B. Gates, Fulton, 
Ala. Another forester to be as- 
signed in the near future can 
be reached at Tuscaloosa, Ala. 
Until that time, Soil Bank far- 
mers should contact’ their 
county forest rangers in the 
counties surrounding Tusca- 
loosa, McCullough said. 

These foresters offer aid 
with selecting proper sites for 
trees, proper Species to plant, 
spacing to use between trees, 
whether site preparation such 
as disking is necessary, whe- 
ther additional fire control 
measures are needed, advice on 
limitation of grazing on new 
plantings during the first few 
years, and they will help the 
landowner get in contact with 
tree planting contractors or 
obtain planting machinery and 


follow up next summer with 
checks of plantings for tree 
survival. 

The services described are 


offered free of charge as a 
means for increasing soil bank 
planting of forest trees 
throughout Alabama, McCul- 
lough said. .

ways or towns. 

Ordinarily, anyone buying 
1eal estate near home konws 
what he is getting. Buying pro- 
perty hundreds of miles away 
and sight unseen through ad- 
vertisements and fancy bro- 
chures can be dangerous with- 
out thorough investigation, 

Do you know who the pro- 
moter is and what his perfor 
mance record is? Does the pri- 
ce mentioned cover a large e- 
nough lot for building purpo- 
ses or will you be required to 
buy more than one lot to com- 
ply with zoning requirements? 
How far is the property from 
highways, towns, schools, 
churches, etc? What is the va- 
lue of land in that area? Are 
there sanitary sewers, or must 
septic tanks be put in? Is the 
land dry or must it be drained? 
What about land taxes and lo- 
cal zoning restrictions?

Andalusia The Alabama 
and Covington Electric Coop- 
eratives, both of which have 
their headquarters at Andal- 
usia, recently made property 
tax payments totaling’ $37,854.- 
01, in 16 South Alabama coun- 
ties. 

Property tax paid in Coffee 
for 1957 amounted to $5,538.46. 

The total 1957 tax bill of the 
two electric cooperatives was 
$73,400. 

This included a special hy- 
dro electric tax of $12,043.62 
paid by Alabama Electric Co- 
operative on the generation of 
electric power at its hydro 
plants at Gantt and River Falls 
in Covington County, and Elba 
in Coffee county. 

Since beginning operations 
in September of 1944, the two 
Andalusia cooperatives have 
paid almost three-quarters of 
a million dollars in taxes. 


Rural Electric cooperatives 
pay all taxes by commercial] 


utilities, with the single ex- 
ception of income tax. The co- 
operatives are non-profit or- 
ganizations, 

Alabama Electric Cooperat- 
ive supplies power at whole- 
sale to the cities of Andalusia, 
Opp, Troy, Brundidge, Luver- 
ne, Evergreen and Elba and 
to these REA distribution co- 
ops:

(Teacher at New Hope Junior High School) 


These shocking words vi- 
brated among the teachers and 
children of Coffee County in 
September, 1957; “Resigned? 
Miss Farris resigned?” As the 
news of the resignation of Miss 
Eunora Farris from the posit- 
ion of Supervisor of Instruct- 
ion in Coffee County Schools 
circulated throughout the 
county, those with whom she 
had planned and worked dur- 
ing a long period of education- 
al growth and development 
were shocked and grieved. 

Daily school activities, in- 
service training programs, lo- 
cal, district, and state meet- 
ings of the Alabama Educat- 


ional Association, and other 
phases of educational proce- 
dure could not be visualized 


without the guidance of this 
dauntless personality. 

When turbulant end desti- 
tute thoughts gradually sub- 
sided, teachers in the Coffee 
County School System began 
to look at their situation more 
ob,ectively, They realized that 
the present isa product of 
seeds sown in the past, and 
that future germination de 
bends upon choice seeds saved 
irom past harvests. In like 
manner, the indomitable will 
of Miss Eunora Farris, and her 
freat gifts of mind, heart, and 
Spirit, will ever be a source for 
better harvests to the teachers 
and children of Coffee County. 
The theme of Lonefellow’'s 
“Psalm of Life” could fittingly 
reflect the life of this noble 
woman whose well-defined 
“Footprints on the Sands’ of 
Time” can never be erased, 

In the early 1800’s, the fore- 
bears of Miss Eunora Farris 
came to settle in this county 
of Coffee from the Carolinas 
and Virginia. Some tarried in 
Georgia before finally settling 
here. The men of her early 


family tree were soldiers of the 
Revolution and of the Oon- 
fedracy and served witn valor 
and uistinetion, Her parents 
were John Jackson Farris and 
Elizabeth Kimmey Farris, and 
EBunora was the third child of 
nine children to bless the home 
of this pioneer family. She stil] 
lives in the home in which she 
was born, John Farris, he fa- 
ther, was first a teacher, then 
a public officer, a timber man, 
and finally a merchant. 
Eunora received her elemen- 
tary and high school educat- 
ion in the Elba Publie Schools 
where she was an honor stu- 
dent. She later graduated from 
Alabama Technical Institute 
and College for Women, which 
is now Alabama College, Her 


next few years were spent hap-, 


pily in her teachine career 
which was rewarded to Bunora 


&@s well as to her students. She 


was a primary specialist and 
was much in demand as a pri- 
mary teacher, Elba, Enterprise, 
Birmingham, Jasper, and Do- 
than were each successful at 
various times in their bids for 
her services, 

When her father died in 
March of 1925, Bunora resien- 
ed her position in Dothan to 
return to Elba to live with her 
mother. It was then that she 
was offered the position of 
Elementary Supervisor of In- 
struction in Coffee County 
School, which place she 
sumed in September of 1925 
“Large Unit Teaching” was in- 
troduced by Miss Farris with 
such success that Coffee Coun-

Ever striving to give the best 
service possible to Coffee Coun- 
ty schools, Bunora continued 
to study throughout her car- 
eer, She received her bachelor 
of Science degree in 1931 from 
Peabody College, and her Mas- 
ters of Arts degree from the 
Same college in 1940, Her major 
professor at Peabody Collepe 
was Dr, Macie Southall, who 
is unexcelled in the field of Su 
pervision, Dr, Henry Harap was 
another protessor who inspired 
her work in core-curriculm and 
basie social living, 

Training, wisdom, foresight, 
courage, and love of children 
and teachers are attributes 


Which were merged into one 
woman-a woman nobly plan- 
hed and nobly eifted-our Miss 


Bunora Farris, ‘Lis dreamer of 
dreams, who made he: tlreams 
realities, rightfully dese, ves 
her place in history as a true 
Pioneer and builder of modern 
education Throughout her 
years of service as Supervisor 
of Instruction in Coffee Coun 
ty Schools, much has been ac- 
complished, She: (1) stimulat 
ed professional growth among 
teachers; (2) aided in provid 
Ing suitable courses of Study; 
(3) used her influence in ob- 
taining necessary equipment 
and supplies; (4) provided ex- 
pert guidance and demonstrat- 
ions in teaching; (5) improv- 
ed study habits of both tea- 
chers and pupils; (6) and has 
enriched the over-all educat- 
ional program of Coffee Coun- 
ty Schools by introducing ways 
and means of teaching: and 
learning the fundamentals 
through enjoyable experiences, 
by bringing the cultural arts 
to the children through Music 
Festivals, Art Exhibits, etc., 
and by stressing social atti- 
tudes, mental health, child 
growth, and other factors 
which contribute to better liv- 
ing.

GOUT ON A LIMB

If you have a highway running 
by your woodlot, you may occa- 
sionally have iriury to your trees 
from accidents, out-of-control 
trucks or autos. It’s sure important 
to know how to give your trees 
“first aid.” 

First off, you should paint the 
scar with an antiseptic wound 
dressing. Next, shade the wound to 
keep the sun from drying out the 
damaged tissue. 

Last, build a riag of burlap 
about the wounded area, allowing 


| several inches of air space between 


tree and burlap. Never wrap 
tightly, as you would a human 
wound,

Fellows often ask me what the best 
distance apart is for setting loblolly 
pines. An Il-year test was made by 
the Arkansas Experiment station at 
Hope. One-year-old trees were set in 
half-acre blocks each, 4 x 4, 5 x 5, 
6 x 6, and 7 x 7 feet apart, 

Best spacing was found to be 6'x 6’, 
though if you have a good marker 
and smaller trees can be sold well, a 
Spacing of 5’ x 5’ may be used. 

But remember, it takes 1,210 trees 
to plant an acre at 6' x 6' spacing, 
bur it takes 1,742 trees to plant at 
SxS
